Progress of government and private research in the artificial 
limbs field was told Kiwanians at the Tuesday meeting of the 
club. 

Guest speaker at the noon luncheon was Jerry Leavy, who is 
employed by Sierra Engineering Company and the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment as a thstor and consul¬ 
tant on prosthetic devices. Mr. 

Leavy is a bilaterial amputee— 
that is, both his hands and 
parts of his arms are gone. 

Sierra Engineering, working 
with the government and other 
private agencies, has been 
studying ways of improving 
artificial limbs for several 
years. 

Mr. Leavy demonstrated how 
his two artificial arms and 
hooks operate, picking up min¬ 
ute as well as large objects. 

He described and showed the 
latest developments in artifi¬ 
cial limbs — developments 
through which amputees can 
pursue near-normal lives. 

Light plastic limbs now re¬ 
place the heavy and unsanitary 
ones made formerly of wood or 
leather. Adjustible hooks or 
flesh-like hands now can do 
many tasks which had been 
impossible for amputees. 

Mr. Leavy showed how the 
hooks can be quickly set to 
exert the amount of pressure 
desired. It takes about 15 sec¬ 
onds for an amputee to put 
on the artificial limbs when 
dressing in the morning, and 
persons can learn the pattern 
of operating their new limbs 
within two months time. 

The speaker said it takes
